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To the Citizens and Tax-payers of Northumberland.

Another financial year has passed, and we herewith render an 
account of our stewardship. 

Owing to the action of the town at the last annual meeting, in 
authorizing the board of water commissioners to put in an addition- 
al water supply, we were obliged to raise six thousand dollars which 
was not provided for in the assessment of taxes. This we did by 
selling six thousand, out of the seven thousand five hundred dol- 
lars worth of 4 per cent bonds which we issued March ist, 1903, 
to pay for the water system. 

We were abie to obtain a small premium on these bonds, 
although they are payable: Twenty-five hundred March ist, 1906; 
twenty-five hundred March Ist, 1507; and one thousand on March 
Ist, 1905. 

The money to pay the one thousand due March tst, 1905, is 
inthe hands of the Treasurer, and will be paid before your annual 
meeting. 

There will be hereafter twenty-five hundred of these bonds 
payable March Ist of each year, until and including 1917. 

The interest on the thirty thousand 4 per cent bonds, and 
fourteen thousand five hundred of the 5 per cent bonds of the 
old water company for the current year will amount to one thous- 
and nine hundred and twenty-five dollars, which, added to the 
twenty-five hundred in bonds due March Ist, 1906, make forty-four 
hundred and twenty-five dollars to be provided on water account 
alone. , 

In our opinion it will be necessary to provide for at least fifteen 


hundred of the money bya direct tax, as we do not consider the 
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net earnings of the water system can be depended upon for more 
than three thousand dollars. Inthis opinion the water commis- 
sioners may differ from your board of selectmen, but their opinion 
can be obtained at the annual meeting, before action is taken on 
the matter. 

Owing to the extreme weather conditions prevailing during the 
past two winters, the net earnings of the water system have not 
been what the voters expected they would be when the works 
were purchased by the town. Of course the interest charges will 
grow less each year, as the bonds mature and are paid, and under 
different weather conditions we hope within a few years to see 
the water rents taking care of all charges against the system. 

The expense of building the new stone and iron bridge across 
Roaring Brook slightly exceeded the estimate made by the se- 
-lectinen and road agent, but we feel that a good, permanent job 
was done, and this bridge will be no further expense to the town 
for many years to come, whereas the old wooden one was a con- 
_tinual bill of expense. 

It is evident to your board that it will be necessary to increase 
the amount raised to pay town charges from five hundred dollars 
to onethousand, as the money raised under this article has to pay 
for the support of the town poor, which seems to be a growing 
expense, to pay town officers, and to pay all the miscellaneous 
bills not otherwise provided for. 

In order to take advantage of state aid, under the new highway 
law which has recently passed, it will be necessary for this town 
to raise about eleven hundred and seventy-six dollars for the per- 
manent improvement of highways. By so doing, we should receive 
from the state about four hundred and seventy dollars, making a 
total of sixteen hundred and forty-six dollars, aside from what we 
should need to keep the other highways and bridges in suitable 
repair. Your board estimates this at from twelve to fifteen ‘hun- 


dred dollars. 
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We are at present engaged in making repairs upon the old coy- 
ered bridge in the village, which has served the town tor over 
fifty years. This we were instructed to do by the voters at a 
special town meeting, held February 4th. We are in hopes to’ 
have the work completed and be able to report the cost of the 
same to the tax-payers at the annual meeting. There are some 
important matters to come before this meeting, and we trust there 
will be a large attendance of the voters, and that wise and delib- 
erate action will be taken upon the various measures to be voted 
upon, as much of the future prosperity of the town may depend 
upon the disposal of these matters. 

We have drawn orders upon the treasurer to the amount of twen- 
ty-one thousand one hundred and seven dollars and fifty-two cents, 
divided and sub-divided as per the foregoing report.

School Report. 


CAVE 
REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


To the Citizens and Tax-payers of the Town of Northtmberland: 
We respectfully submit for consideration our annual report, 
complete in financial detail to the time of being placed in the 
hands of the printer; schools being in session, the present term 
expenses are not wholly included, and while our expense items 
have in several instances been increased, yet we are able to keep 
within the appropriation, closing the fiscal year with a balance 
to the credit of the district, and the following itemized disburse- 
ments are appended to this report. 
We cail attention to some facts and conditions in connection 
with our schools. A high standard has been encouraged, and we 
feel justified in saying that our expectations have not been disap- 


pointed. 


Examinations. 

Some pupils have failed to obtain the per cent required for ad- 
vancement, and for not promoting the school hoard have been 
criticized and in several instances openly censured. We are unan- 
imous it requiring thorough understanding of the subject matter 
taught in our different grades, before we can conscientiously re- 


commend a scholar for promotion, 


Teachers. 

Just before commencement day of the present school year, we 
were surprised to receive a resignation from Mr. Katon. Miss Ruth 
Parks was secured as assistant, and was requested to assume the 
duties of the High School department, which she has most ably 


and with earnest efforts sustained to her credit, for the well-being 
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of the entire school, thorough, practical, a high order prevailing 
throughout. 

Other changes were made in the teaching force, in one instance 
because a demand of wages much in excess of what had ever beet 
paid, or could be sanctioned by us, in order to retain the person. 

Miss Vennessa Brown, a graduate from Kents Hill Seminary, 
assumed instruction in the grammar room, Miss Louise Chase as 
assistant to the high and other departments, alsoa graduate from 
the saine seminary as quoted above, both having experience, and 
coming tous with the best of recommendations, have discharged 
their duties satisfactorily, gaining the good-will of their pupils, 
and meriting the esteem of our citizens. 

Miss Jennie M. Brackett, who has had an extended experience 
in teaching, was placed at the head of the primary school, and the 
knowledge gained from her long school service has been beneficial. 

Mrs. Josephine Carr was promoted in charge of the intermediate 
room, believing, as we have already seen the advisability of so 
doing, having a personal, thorough understanding of her former 
pupils in the primary, as they now advanced tothe grade higher, 
teacher arid pupils were able to derive the best results from her 
having a perfect knowledge of each one’s adaptability. 

Kindergarten. 

Miss Maude Parks has had continuous charge of this school for 
four years, and now enters upon the fifth. Before assuming the 
duties of this school, we were well acquainted with her methods 
and success achieved in another school of continuous service, and 
do not do justice when we say that she is truly deserving of well 
earned praise, for her arduous, persistent, well directed efforts in 
instilling intothe minds of these little children first intrusted to her 
teaching care, proper fundamental training underlying all that is | 
best for the future school growth of the child. Pause for a mo- 


ment and think of a membership of ninety-six, an average attend- 
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ance of eighty-seven during the summer, and seventy-five in the 
winter, and a meager conception can be had of what it means, a 
school of this character. Miss Parks is a zealous, ambitious and 
painstaking teacher, giving to her school time and _ physical 
strength. 

Hayes District. 

Miss Hannah A. Drew for two terms has directed instruction in 
this school, a teacher of some experience. From our visits, and 
former information of her methods, has earned for herself more 
credit, and thorough, successful sessions have been taught. 

Parks District. 

Miss Rose Corrigan enters upon her duties for the second year. 
At our inspections we have always found a good attendance, a 
keen interest on the part of the scholars, anda very favorable 


report from parents concerning her work in the past and present. 


Connary District. 

We decided in the fall to transport the five children to the Parks 
school, and secured a safe, efficient person to perform such service 
ata reasonable sum. After putting the same into operation, we 
were encountered with opposition from one family, and after care- 
ful thought the school board decided to re-open the s.hool in that 
section, having been fnlly assured of punctual attendance from 
those supposed to attend. Miss Martha Tracy, a graduate from a 
high school in Connecticut, was secured, and is now teaching, the 
wages paid her, including janitor service and wood, a little in 
advance of what it would cost for transportation. Our visits found 
her doing all that was possible for the best interests of the school, 
fully competent to discharge her duties. We are, however, ofthe 
opinion that if those parents who are opposed to consolidating the 
two schools, realized and thoroughly understood the situation, 
and lay aside all prejudice and ill feeling, would consider it for 
the best interests of all concerned to unite and send their children 


to the other school.

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Spaulding Hill. 
With the conditions asthey confront us, and have existed for 
the past few years, we deemed it advisable to pay the board ofa 


child to attend school in another locality. 


Hatch District. ; 
Mrs. Ritae A. Buckman, a teacher well known, and employed 
many terms in the past to instruct in our schools, is sustaining her 


& 


former reputation, known for her ‘‘good works.”’ 


Piper District. 
Miss Eva Morrison, alsoa teacher of considerable experience 
in our schools, comes to this school now in session for her first 
term. Our visits reveal that thorough, practical knowledge is 


being imparted, and the pupils’ good-will and esteem acquired. 


Compulsory Education. 

State aid distributed to the towns entitled tothe same is com- 
puted upon the average attendance for the year, and upon the val- 
uation as given in the statistical reports. We have called attention 
to this matter before, that parents, and those having custcdy of 
children, co-cperate with the school board in daily attendance of 
their children. 

Conmipulsory education, obtained at theexpense of state and dis- 
trict, is far from being the best. With pupils whose habits ard minds 
have been nurtured inthe home training to indifference, it be- 
comes a hard problem for the teacher to arouse either ambition or 
enthusiasm. 

' Supervisory District System. 

In accordance withthe vote passed at the last annual meeting, 
and a personal interview with the State Superintendent, we at once 
opened correspondence with applicants. Recompense for such ser- 
vice as demanded by them, was far in excess of our ability to pay 
out of the funds intrusted to our care. Again, Gorham was the only 


town open to negotiations of this character. 
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We would not hesitate to recommend any and all measures, that 
would tend to a practical benefit tothe system of education ob- 
tained at a reasonable expense. However, as the condition appears 
at the present time, we are confident that an equal, and perhaps 
less amount of money than would be required to sustaina supervis- 
ory district be applied tothe improvement and addition of such 
things needed in our own high school, free and accessible to all our 
children, would result in more benefit to the largest numbers. The 
school board is now in communication with the state superinten- 
dent, hoping we may beable tocarry out such suggestions and 
measures recommended by him, as will place our school on equal- 


ity with others such as are approved by the state. 
TUITION. 


Our report shows funds paid for tuition of pupils attending other 
schools, by virtue of a state law, a very small per cent of which is 
returned to the town; our schools placed upon the approved list 


would do away with this demand upon the treasury. 


W ood. 
The report shows an increased expense. The year past we were 
not able to secure a supply of hard wood in the Hatch, Hayes and 


Piper districts, necessitating trucking the same from the viliage. 


Flags and Flag Poles. 
Flags and flag poles have been furnished for all the schools, and 
new poles erected in Dists. No.6 and 7, and poles ready to erect 


for No. 8 and the Kindergarten. 


Repairs. 
‘ The buildings and foundations in Nos. 1,6 and 4 should receive 
some repairs during the year.
